"Such newspapers as the

apolis Star, and the Indian- 
apolis News already include 
seat - belt information in 
traffic accident stories . . . 


"Last 
year the Public 


Health Service sent a memo- 
randum to law -enforcement 
agencies asking that police 
officers 
make available to 


the press any information on 
the use of seat belts col- 
lected at the scene of acci- 
dents. The responses were 
encouraging." 
This makes common sense and 


we will add seat-belt information 
to The Star's news-reports on 
future accidents. Of course state, 
city, and county police will have 
to enlarge their investigations in 
order to have this seat-belt in- 
formation available for publica- 
tion. 


The federal agency's sugges- 


tion 
is effective because it 


focuses attention on seat belts 
at the most opportune moment — 
the publication of an accident re- 
port. Too many persons have cars 
equipped with belts and then die 
because they never bothered to 
buckle up.

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Some Want 
to Change 
Draft Laws

WASHINGTON (AP) The Se*

overhaul, but now a team of 
senators 
favors a change to 


permit men challenging their 
draft status representation by 
an attorney. 


Nine senators, led by Sen. Ed- 


ward V. Long, D-Mo., are spon- 
soring a bill that would guaran- 
tee potential draftees the right 
to be represented by counsel in 
any proceeding before a Selec- 
tive Service board. 


Legal representation current- 


ly is ruled out. One argument 
for this: The draft system con- 
tends it would not be fair to the 
poor, who couldn't afford attor- 
neys. 


Long's Judiciary subcommit- 


tee on administrative 
practice 


and procedure sees— in the Of- 
fice of Economic Opportunity— 
a way around that objection. 


Earl Johnson, who heads the 


poverty agency's 
division of 


neighborhood legal services, is 
among witnesses slated to ap- 
pear at a May 16 hearing on the 
draft-counsel measure. 


Johnson said in an interview 


his agency would attempt to 
provide counsel to youths facing 
the draft who could not afford It 
otherwise, should the bill be en- 
acted. 


But Johnson said he has no 


idea what the possible caseload 
might be if the bill were enact- 
ed. "We don't have unlimited 
resources," he said. "If the load 
became too great we wouldn't 
be able to handle them all." 


Publicly, Selective Service is 


taking no formal position on the 
matter. But privately, officials 
there said it could create chaos 
for the draft boards. 


Lt. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, 


the Selective Service director, is 
to testify on the measure and 
the bill's advocates expect him 
to oppose it. 


A form letter currently is sent 


to lawyers or draftees who ask 
why they can't have counsel be- 
fore draft boards. The letter 
notes -that draft board members 
are 
generally 
without 
legal 


training. 


"Our efforts 
through 
the 


years," it continues, "have be en 
aimed at keeping the proce- 
dures so simple that it would 
not be necessary to have legal 
counsel at any hearing before 
the local board. 


"We have always been of the 


opinion that it would be unfair 
to the many who cannot afford 
to hire attorneys if the sons of 
other families were permitted to 
have their cases presented by 
legal counsel."

adds, 
a government appeals 


agent is attached to each draft 
board, assigned to be "equally 
diligent" in protecting the rights 
of the government and the po- 
tential draftee. Sponsors of the 
bill question whether this kind 
of dual service is really possi- 
ble.
